2. On a review of the position, it has been decided that the existing provi¬ 
sions for the export of certain Chemicals as given under Column 3 against 
S. No. 49 at page 23 of the Export Policy, shall be substituted by the follow¬ 
ing :— 


“(a) Items mentioned at S. Nos. 2, 3, 4 and 12 will be allowed under 
OGL-3, 

(b) Items mentioned at S. Nos. 6, 7, 8 and 11 will be allowed freely by 

endorsements on shipping bills by the port licensing authorities, 
without any quantitative restriction. 

(c) Items mentioned at S. Nos. 10, 14 and 15 will be allowed ‘‘On merits”.
